I hejr some of them exclaim. ‘‘Whyj 
do you not get a better place than that?'*

a better one we can not the homes 
from which these children have come 
are worse, much worse. This has two 
outside doors, low, 'tia true, but the 
fresh air can get in and some of the 
houses from which these girlies come, 
have no outside door to the dark, damp 
sleeping room and the tloors are soggy 
and emit all unpleasant odors this room 
to us is dark to them it is almost light. 
Why. here is a little girl, the daughter 
of a rich merchant; her father has a 
large shop in the bazaar, but back of 
the shop, where the women live where 
the mother's life is |iassed the room is 
dark and damp, muddy underfoot. This 
is sufficient reason for making the 
sc ho<d room beautiful and attractive?" 
"Yes. I know" and the teacher sighs 
as she thinks over it. Hut the children 
are gathering, bright eyed girls and 
brightly dressed they are. neariy all 
daughters of merchants, but loud voiced 
their [day room ia the bazaar- street.
